Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 1 1-8-2004 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2, 6-7, 1 1-13, and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tsuchiya et al. The removable corona wire damping by Tsuchiya et al. teaches a 
foamed damping pad defining an exposed surface and attachable to the charger body such that 
said exposed surface extends along the at least one corona wire in contact therewith (figure 2, 3). 
The damping pad defining an exposed surface attached to a charger body extending along the 
corona wire in contact therewith during corona current (abstract). The charger has plural wires 
12a, 10a. The damping pad further comprising a pad holder having a pair of arms 8. 

4. Claims 1-2, 6-7, 11-13, and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Camis et al. The removable corona wire damping by Camis et al. teaches a 
foamed damping pad 1 14 defining an exposed surface and attachable to the charger body such 
that said exposed surface extends along the at least one corona wire in contact therewith (Figure 
1). The damping pad defining an exposed surface attached to a charger body extending along the 
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corona wire in contact therewith during corona current (Figure 1). The charger has plural wires 
102. 

5. Claims 3-4, 6-9, and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kikuchi. The removable corona wire damping by Kikuchi teaches an elastic damping pad 25 
defining an exposed surface and attachable to the charger body such that said exposed surface 
extends along the at least one corona wire in contact therewith (2A, 2B). The damping pad 25 
defining an exposed surface attached to a charger body extending along the corona wire in 
contact therewith during corona current. The pad 25 is held by a pad holder 22-24 and the pad 
holder comprises a pair of arms 23 A that engage the charger body 14 A. 

Response to Arguments

view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
